The U.S.-based Nashville Net- 
work has also stopped playing Canadian 
videos, since the Canadian market has 
now been shut out to them

A economic ideology and it isn't 
socialism. 

The first time I heard about neo- 
liberalism, it just passed through 
my ears and out my mouth as often 
happens to struggling simultane- 
ous translators. I had no idea what 
it meant for El Salvador, let alone 
what it had to do with Canada. 
Fernando Solorzano, a militant 
from the Salvadoran student move- 
ment Alternativa described 
neoliberalism in the context of a 
right-wing economic movement 
which had taken hold in El Salva- 
dor, Neoliberalism has ravaged 
Latin America at least since 1980. 
Now, it’s cancerous touch has 
reached the First World. 

The symptoms of neoliberalism 
have brutally scarred Albertans, 
much like it did Americans and 
Latin Americans, with cutbacks to 
social systems, reduced health care 
and privatization of public servic- 
es. The drone of capital flight, debt 
and deficit, efficiency, and com- 
petitiveness tumble out of 
government and Chamber of Com- 
merce spokesmen’s mouths like 
corpses into a mass grave. Recent 
troubles with our currency and our 
trade mean the impact of neoliber- 
alism will soon attain the same type 
of notoriety it now has in El Salva- 
dor. 

The Edmonton Journal recently 
had a headline which compared 
Canada with Mexico. No kidding 
On January 1, 1994, Mexico's rul-

ing party plucked the fruits of its 
volatile mixture of neoliberalism 
and 500 years of racism - an armed 
rebellion with popular support. The 
government's refusal to respond 
positively to demands for food, 
land, electricity and human rights 
(among others) provoked Zapatis- 
ta supporters to attempt 
non-violent occupations of govern- 
ment buildings throughout the 
province's villages. The state pre- 
dictably responded with physical 
violence, the faithful companion of 
the economic violence wrought by 
neoliberalism 

The democratic equivalent of 
neoliberalism is trickle-down eco- 
nomics. Trickle-down economics 
hit the United States from 1980 on 
with the election of Reagan. Ac- 
claimed worldwide for its simplistic 
understanding of economic theory 
application, the idea basically sug- 
gested that if you give employers 
and investors a break, the w 
they generate “trickles dow 
benefit the huddled masses 

Reagonomics failed miserably 
Poverty increased, crime increased, 
and education deteriorated. In- 
stead of accounting for the missing 
trickle, former CIA director George 
Bush's 1988 campaign focused on 
the problems excaberated by his 
predecessor. Like the PRI, the Re- 
publicans wanted their order, 
Order, ORDER! Hence more cut- 
backs, the Drug War, the Panama 
invasion, and the Gulf War. The 
passage of President Clinton's crime 
bill show neoliberalism conserves 
civil neglect and internal violence

I got feverish over the sound of 
Danny Gallivan’s voice and the ac- 
companying faded images on CBC 
two weeks ago, when the Mother- 
corp replayed the classic 1976 New 
Year's Eve game between the Habs 
and Central Red Army. But I need- 
ed something morc. | needed hope, 
and I found a glimmer of it in lan 
Herbers. 

Herbers is a 6'4, 225 Ib. Edmon- 
ton Oilers defenceman. He's only 
27, but he’s a bit of a throwback, a 
reminder of another tie when pro 
hockey players were just regular 
guys who happened to be blessed 
with a special talent. 

He's a local boy who grew up in 
Sherwood Park and played major 
junior hockey with four different 
teams in the Western Hockey 
League. He went on to an outstand- 
ing career with the Golden Bears, 
making all-Canadian twice and cap- 
taining his team to the 1992 
National Championship. 

He’s been back and forth from 
the Oilers’ farm team in Cape Bre- 
ton a couple of times in the past 
two and a half seasons. Now, with 
the lockout over, he’s come home 
to Edmonton and the Oilers, hope- 
fully to stay. 

“Herbie,” as his teammates call 
him, has no illusions about the kind 
of player he is. Oilers’ coach George 
Burnett, who also worked with him 
in Cape Breton, says, “Ian knows his 
limitations. He has to play a simple 
game to stay in the National Hockey 
League and he understands that.” 

Burnett speaks with respect 
about the qualities that can help 
Herbers become a solid NHL jour- 
neyman. “If everybody approached 
the game the way lan Herbers 
does... his work habits, his second 
effort, the commitment he has to- 
wards the game, if everybody had 
that attitude we wouldn't lose too 
many hockey games.” 

George Burnett's wish that eve- 
rybody had Herbers’ commitment 
to the game suggests that not every- 
body does, even though the coach 
won't say it. That absence of com- 
mitment applies to owners and 
players alike. It's Herbers’ commit-

ment that makes him a throwback - 
someone we fans can identify with. 
That, and the fact that he's a “regu- 
lar guy.” 

When you ask Herbers about 
money he says, “I can’t remember 
what my contract is right now; I 
think it's somewhere between 
$225,000 and $250,000" (which is 
hundreds of thousands below the 
NHL average). He was making 


$45,000 at cape Breton and when 
asked how he'll handle the huge 
jump in salary if he stays with the 
Oilers he grins and says, “ 
spend a lot more.”

Even though he's 
wearing an NHL Players’ Association 
jacket, once or twice he refers to the 
players as “they.” 

He looks you right in the eye as 
he speaks in a thoughtful, unpre- 
tentious manner. He asks how his 
old team the Golden Bears are do- 
ing because he’s been cut off from 
all the news down at the Cape, He 
sounds a lot like many of the fans 
who care about the game, like a 
regular guy 

Herbers is no starry-eyed idealist 
though; he’s very aware of the busi- 
ness side of pro hockey. He had the 
Oilers made last year under fomer 
coach Ted Green, who felt the same 
way about time George Burnett does 
But Green was fired and general 
manager Glen Sather stepped in and 
sent Herbers back to Cape Breton

We have 40 min- 
ules to get there, get security to 
let us in, climb 1000 stairs to the 
top of the tower and wire 11 tiny 
charges in the freezing dark.

Below the Italian travel posters 
and the stuffed pheasant, the 
strings of chilies and the sausage, 
there is a mind-boggling array of 
delights. Sweet white bocconcini 
cheeses bathe near pungentasia- 
go, little tubs of marscapone talk 
to you about firimasu — and ex- 
ercise routines 

At first it all seems too much. 

Don't worry, there is another 
way. If you go in the front door, off 
the street, you really enter the back 
of the shop. First you see the cash 
desks, where later you will be una- 
ble to resist picking up a few bacci 
— Italian kisses made of chocolate 
and hazelnuts — one for yoursweet- 
ie, one for yourself. 

But now you need to grab a shop- 
ping basket, before you step again 
into the relative calm of the pro- 
duce section. 

Abbh. Glossy, firm roma toma- 


toes, fresh basil, artichoke 
_cggplant, anise, capini — cactus 
pear! 


The Italian Centre Shop is 37 
years old now. It is the Spinelli 
family business, and the Spinel- 
lis pride themselves on its 
selection of hard-to-find pro- 
duce. Recently they have 
absorbed the space next door — 
the spot that once housed an 
Italian meat market — and 
knocked out the wall. This week 
they will plug in the coolers and 
open up an expanded produce 
counter, with a bigger selection. 

Think of the possibilities. Think 


of fresh figs (in season) with pros- 
cuitto. Such lust for food, and such 
lovely food, cannot even be imag 
ined in ordinary groceries. On 
Saturday mornings the Italian Cen 
tre is bliss, a balm to the soul, a 
tease to a weary stomach 

After the produce aisle there is 
pasta. 75 varieties, according to 
office manager Theresa Spinelli 
of the shop's own specially im 
ported brand (Riscossa). There is 
pasta here in every shape you can 
imagine 

Somewhere nearby you should 
also be able to find the shop's own 
canned tomatoes. These are spe 
cial - peeled plum tomatoes with 
basil leaves in tomato jiuce

In the utensils aisle you can equip 
yourself with a stove-top espresso 
pot, or a few spaghetti plates, or a 
garlic press. 

My essential stop is an aisle over 
in rice. A risotto addict, I always 
buy a few bags of arborio rice to 
tide me over to my next visit 

While I was weighing the packag 
es in my hands one day, a nice 
Italian woman came up and served 
me with a fine piece of advice 
“You're making risotto?” she said 
“Buy this one.” 

Grump thatl am, I wasn'tcon 
vinced. “Is it good? Is it the 
best?” I asked, eager for the real 
Italian goods on arborio. She 
fixed me with a levelling look 
“Rice is rice.” she said. “This 
one is the cheapest.” 2 





















Risotto is incredibly trendy these 
days and there are thousands of ri- 
sotto recipes floating around. My 
favorite evolved from a recipe that 
appeared inGourmet magazine about 
five years ago. 


PUMPKIN RISOTTO 
Bring to a boil four cups chicken 
broth, reduce heat, and keep at a 
bare simmer 

Finely chop half an onion and cook 
gently in one tablespoon butter until 
soft. Add a half cup of grated fresh 
pumpkin and cook another minute 
or two. Add one and a quarter cups 
arborio rice and stir so that all the 
rice is coated with butter.

Zwick fired out-all those cliched 
lines: “You're acting all over the 
place! Try it again with a little more 
feeling.”

Johnson is no rookie to motion pic- 
ture production. In Francis Damberger’s 
Road to Saddle River, he played the kid 
in the movie within the movie. In one 
CBC mini-series called Black Fox, he

FAR FROM HOME: THE 
ADVENTURES OF YELLOW DOG

At last!! A “boy and his dog” movie 
that, not only breaks just about every 
cliche in the genre, but also makes an 
attempt to transcend the category (Or 
is that “dogagory?”). 

Sure, the plot involves a clever stray 
that mooches (then later endears) its 
way into the hearts of the adoptive 
family. That's a given. Yellow (played 
by Linus and Schroeder, of all names...), 
unlike Lassie, doesn’t revert to chew- 
ingup the ery (Good dog!) and lets 
his human counterparts take command 
of their scenes. 

The plot takes off after the father 
(John McCormick, played by Bruce 
Davidson) and his son Angus (Jesse 
Bradford) are separated after their boat 
is wrecked ina storm. John is picked up 
by the air rescue branch of the armed 
forces, but Angus and Yellow are lost at 
sea. It will only be a matter of days 


before the boy and his dog are pre- 
sumed dead. End of act one (“Let's all 
go to the lob-beeee”). 

At this point, the plot is broken up 
thusly: The rescue attempt, the family 
dealing with their angst and the survival 
of Angus and Yellow. What is so refresin- 
ing is that the fight for survival is team- 
work and not the reliance of the dog to 
provide all of the answers and major plot 
points. Writer/directer Phillip Borsos 
(Bethune, The Grey Fox) does his audi- 
ence the favor of giving them the benefit 
of Jesse’s problem-solving thought proc- 
ess, then sparing us the minutiae of Jesse 
manifesting his game plan. 

Davidson puts in a good perform- 
ance as the father, but he ts a little too 
loving and supportive to be for real. It 
would have been more interesting to 
have John push Angus to excel at being 
the outdoorsman that he is. It would 
have given the family some believable 
dynamics and would have turned up 
the heat on Angus’ struggle to survive. 
But, since this is a family picture, | 
won't be rolling up any newspapers to 
whack the film’s hind quarters. 

Far From Home also boasts some 
breath-taking scenery (The story is set on 
Canada’s west coast). Credit must go to 
James Gardner for his cinematography 
and Borsos’s location scouting.

“This was at the back of my mind 
and when I heard this particular 
music, somehow the two gelled,” 
he says of his creative process. 

Shades of black, fear and pain 
surround In A Time of Darkness. 
Crystal Pite’s work loosely looks at 
the life of Russian composer Dmitri 
Shostakovich — who managed to 
survive both world wars and the 
Bolshevik Revolution. 

This latest tour takes them to 
nine cities in western Canada — 
from Richmond, B.C. to Sherwood 
Park and Swift Current, Sask 

Then it’s back to Calgary to re- 
hearse the company’s new 
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repertoire — including There Is A 
Time and Sebastian. Pourfarrokh 
says There Is A Timeis based on the 
Scriptures. “I don’t know what 
chapter, but you know — there's a 
time to die, there's a time to har- 
vest, there’s a time to plant...” he 
explains 

Sebastian, on the other hand, 
will be more of a traditional ballet 
Choreographed by Pourfarrokh, it 
tells the tragic story ofa prince and 
his two sisters in Renaissance times. 

“The prince had a courtesan — 


or a girlfriend — and the sisters 
were jealous,” Pourfarrokh ex- 
plains 


“So they take the veil from the 
courtesan and make an effigy of 
her and try to stab the effigy with 
arrows. And of course, the magic 
was about to work and was work- 
ing. Sebastian was a slave who 
was madly in love with the courte- 
san without her knowing it. So he 
replaces himself with the effigy of 
the courtesan and receives the 
stabs and he dies.” 


New Nutcracker 


Pourfarrokh will also be work- 
ing on staging a new version of 
The Nutcracker for next Christ- 
mas. He’s already done some of 
the legwork by doing a bit of re- 
search in New York. 

“Anytime you do a production 
for ten years, you have to refurbish 
it,” he explains. “This was done by 
the last director so it’s my job todo 
a new Nutcracker.” 

But don’t expect any drastic 
changes to the Christmas classic, 
says Pourfarrokh. “The Nutcrack- 
er is Nutcracker and should be 
within the boundaries of the clas- 
sical style.” ®

answer to the Rolling Stones — 
but without the sex and dfugs and 
attitude. They've released 26 al- 
bums — including Bird Danceand 
Dance, Dance, Dance — and sold 
more than two-and-a-half million 
copies worldwide. And this year 
marks their 25th anniversary to- 
gether. 

They are The Emeralds — the 
city’s premiere polka and bird- 
dance band. To celebrate their 
musical feats, the five-man band 
and 80 of their most adoring fans

are taking a month-long bus tour 
through California and Arizona for 
the next three weeks. On the way, 
they'll be playing sold-out gigs in 
Mesa, Yuma and Apache Junction. 

The band's manager and saxo- 
phone player, Alan Broder, says he 
can’t believe the band has survived 
this long. Then again, he can’t think 
of life without The Emeralds. 

“I can’t imagine how | would 
live without this,” the 50-some- 
thing musician smiles as he 
lounges on one of the many couch- 
es in his family’s luxurious, 
self-designed home. Ina room off

decreasing. So] would think as long 
as we all stay healthy we can do this 
for as long as we want to do it.” 

Broder and his band-mates 
(drummer Don Remeika, guitarist 
Jerry Huck, accordion player Al 
Oswald and saxophone player Wal- 
ly Petruk) may not be the Rolling 
Stones of polka and old-time dance 
music. They’re not alcoholics or 
drug fiends. In fact, Broder is a 
well-respected architect with one 
of Edmonton’s top design firms in 
his “other” life. But the band has 
managed to break a few rules over 
the past 25 years. 

For one, they're not stuck-up or 
unapproachable like many musi- 
cians can be these days. 

On the night before he’s sched- 
uled to leave for their wacky 
American bus-tour, Broder will 
gladly take a few minutes out of his 
busy schedule to talk about why 
the band is so successful. 


Old-time music 


“Our down-home type of music 
plus the variety of music that we 
play,” answers Broder. “A lot of 
people says, “Oh, The Emeralds. 
They play only old-time music.” 
Well, that’s wrong. We play a com- 
bination from everything from rock 
‘n'roll to country and western to 
old-time. The variety seems to be 
the key to our success.” 

But that’s not the only key. The 
Emeralds also love their fans. AndI 
mean love. What other band would 
spend a month playing bingo and 
serenading their fans on a bus 
through the Arizona desert? Not 
the Stones, that’s for sure. 

“It's wonderful,” says Broder. “It 
gives us a chance to do a one-to- 
one with them because on the bus 






around,” Broder recalls. “If some- 
body needed a horn player, I would 
join up. And Al Oswald and I were 
the first two to get together and 
from that, we started The Emer- 
alds.” 

Since that time, the polka mas- 
ters have only made one line-up 
change. That was almost five years 
ago, when their original guitarist 
David Hnatiuk left the band. He 
was immediately replaced by Jerry 
Huck. 

“He's added another dimension 
to our group,” says Broder, who 
first spotted Huck doing a lounge 
act in Fairmont Hot Springs, B.C 

“He does voice impressions and 
a lot of comedy. Dave was excel- 
lent and he’s still a good friend of 
all us. He just decided he wanted 
to go on to do other things. We 
still keep in contact with him — 
but Jerry is a very valuable mem- 
ber of our group now, does a 
great job for us.” 

So... What’s the secret to along 
and happy band life? Simple. “This 
band has never, ever had a situa- 
tion where there was a lot of 
friction and people not pulling in 
the same direction,” Broder re- 
sponds 

“We all enjoy what we’re doing 
We're all striving for perfection 
Like, we're not stagnant in the 
fact that, ‘Oh we know all these 
songs, we don’t have to learn any- 
more.’ We still rehearse once a 
week. It keeps us fresh and on 
our toes.” 

Despite their success with fans, 
The Emeralds have yet to receive 
much recognition from their 
peers. Broder says although the 
hand has had at least seven Juno 
nominations in the past — be- 
hind-the-scenes politics have 
always prevented the band from 
waltzing up to the podium to ac- 
cept the coveted statue. 


Sued Junos 


In fact, the politics got so bad 
between The Emeralds and the Ju- 
nos that the band took them to 
court in the mid-'80s. Broder says 
the nominating committee surrep- 
titiously stuck them in a totally 
inappropriate category — so The 
Emeralds sued and won big-time. 
The prize? The courts gave the band 
the power to prevent the Junos 
from being telecast that year. But 
Broder says The Emeralds didn’t 
want to do that and settled for an 
on-air public apology instead. Un- 
fortunately, he says, it sounded 
more like a joke than an apology 
when finally delivered by the Juno 
emcee that year, John Candy. 

Broder says he’s not bitter by the 
lack of awards. “The most gratify- 
ing things are the gold and the 
platinum records because those 
speak for themselves,” he says. 
“Awards you still have to be voted 
for. With gold and platinum 
records, it’s strictly record palcs 
that dictate that.” ¢

Spirit of the West to kee

A fresh performance by a sea- 
soned band for a loyal audi- 
ence is the approach that 
Vancouver-based band Spirit Of 
The West will bring with them 
when they arrive for their Jan.

We had played the 
Edmonton Folk Festival with two 
acoustic guitars and a penny 
whistle. It was really strange con- 
sidering the music we were 
playing.

Success manifested into pop- 
ularity at music festivals in North 
America and Europe, five CDs, 
two of which went gold with 
Faithlifton its way to being plat- 
inum.

The band has always been 
known for being outspoken 
about their concerns, thoughts, 
and feelings. Kelly looks back 
and is critical of the days when 
Spirit Of the West jumped to be 
part of any needing cause.

“You have to be careful not to 
become a ‘cause’ band because 
it does less good and you get 
taken for granted.

The subject of grunge makes 
DeGarmo laughingly segue into 
the fashion of the movement.

There is a lot of log- 
ging that goes on the state of 
Washington. All of the kids around 
here were only wearing their fa- 
thers’ hand-me-down work shirts. 
The kids have been doing it 
around here for generations.” 

After four years of not record- 
ing, patient fans were. soundly 
rewarded with Promiseland, re- 
leased late last year 

“The title refers to the false no- 
tion that the state of bliss is 
attainable through success — as 
defined in western culture — and 
the accumulation of material 
wealth," he says. 

"In schools we teach our kids to 
pick a career, work hard, retire 
and then die. It’s like an adver- 
tisement that has been sold to the 
masses. In the album, we ques- 
tion the definition of success in 
such shallow perimeters.” 

If DeGarmo was stuck on a 
desert island (“Skip-pererr!!” “L'il 
Buddy!!”), which album would he 
hope to be shipwrecked with? 

“I have a lot of favorite albums, 
Physical Graffitti, Sgt. Pepper.. 
that was the first record I had. My 
grandparents gave it to me. 
They're so cool. I list them as major 
influences in my music. I have a 
wide range of tastes.”

s hardly about to stand the Big 

Apple on its ear, but Edmonton's 
club jazz scene is picking up. 

Alittle over a year ago, some four 
Edmonton joints offered live jazz 
Now it’s almost as if you can’t hoist 
a beer without knocking over a 
saxophone. 

While that might be a bit of an 
exaggeration, some eight localclubs 
currently make live jazz their main 
draw, while another four or five 
feature it occasionally 

That's not bad for an art form 
world-renowned jazz bass player 
Charlie Haden characterized as a 
“minority taste” in a recent inter- 
view. 

Rick Garn, head of Grant Mac- 
Ewan Community College's music 
program, says he’s aware of more 
live jazz going on, but confesses 
“I'm not exactly sure why that is.”’ 
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YX here wine is 
just the beginning.

Garn believes club owners jump 
on the bandwagon and program 
live jazz, but then discover the au- 
dience isn't necessarily big enough 
tosupporta large number of clubs. 

“When they (the club owners) 
find this audience is fragmented, 
they can’t support the clubs. They 
find jazz is a bad idea and dump 
it,’ says Garn. 


New audience 


One venue that's been trying to 
reach a new audience for the past 
several months has been The Dance 
Factory. Every Saturday night, the 
downtown club has been playing 
acid-jazz, a hybrid of traditional 
jazz and modern hip-hop. Occa- 
sionally, local luminaries show up 
to accompany the recorded music 
blaring out of the speakers. 

But Dave Jackson, who organiz- 
es the weekend events at the club, 
hasn't really noticed any impact 
made by acid-jazz on the local jazz 
scene. 

"We're still going to keep kicking 
at it, but I think it's still a little 
ahead of its time," he says 

Veteran pianist Charlie Austin has 
played club jazz for 20 years in 


Edmonton. He says today’s venues 
are different from those he used to 
play in 

“In days gone by, it was bars; 
the venues now seem to be small 
restaurants, where you might have 
a duo ora trio,”’ says Austin. Res- 
taurant audiences are more 
receptive to jazz-oriented materi- 
al, he adds 

Austin says several factors con- 
tribute to the rise in popularity of 
live jazz. He points to the music 
program at GMCC, the hard work 
of the Edmonton Jazz Society, and 
the consistent programming of ra- 
dio stations such as CBC and 
CKUA 


Essential part 


Rodney Supersad, co-owner of 
the Jazz Beans coffee house, says 
live jazz is an essential part of his 
ambience. “It helps bring people 
in.” 

Supersad estimates that his busi- 
ness almost doubles when he 
programs jazz at his small down- 
town cafe. 

“Our theme is jazz,"’ says Super- 
sad. “We play jazz here from the 
time we open to the time we close, 
and there's not too many places in 
town that do that.” 

Despite some upbeat club own- 
ers such as Supersad, Garn worries 
the trend to live jazz will inevitably 
die out again. “If you're trying to 
do a commercial enterprise, you 
have to have people go and drop 
some money. 

“But lots of people who listen to 
jazz don’t have a lot of money., 
That's a difficult dilemma. That said, 
the way it’s being handledthis time 
seems to be taking that into ac- 
count.” 

Supersad’s not concerned. “We 
have to turn away quite a few peo- 
ple, because our place is quite 
small. But that also tells me there is 
a need for jazz.” ®
